He 
said that while it was true that the volume 
of American foreign commerce had de­ 
clined, it was not due to the protective 
tariff. 
There had been no greater de­ 
cadence of the merchant marine since the 
war than in the six years that preceded the 
war. 
McKinney, the only Democratic member 
from New Hampshire, followed Dingley in 
a speech evidently intended not to wound 
the feelings of his constituents and at the 
same time to keep himseil in line with his 
party. He was opposed to any radical 
changes in the tariff that would disturb 
business interests, but he favored free wool, 
which would, he said, cheapen the cost of 
clothing to workingmen. 
Under the agreement adopted by the 
House the general debate on the tariff will 
end on the 15th inst. The Republicans 
have received no intim ation that the ma­ 
jority intend to curtail that lim it bv haul­ 
ing off any of their speakers, and so far as 
is known there will be no break in the dis­ 
cussion.

The railroad land grant forfeiture bill 
was taken up, and after considerable dis­ 
cussion the Portage Lake Canal matter 
went over until to-morrow, and the bill 
taken up for the establishment of a Bu­ 
reau of Animal Industry and to facilitate 
the exportation of live stock and other 
products. 
Palm er addressed the Senate in support 
of the bill, and read various communica­ 
tions “ to show the animus of the opposi­ 
tion to the bill,” which was, he said, “ ma­ 
chine work, right through.”

The engines and two cars had passed 
when some unknown miscreant threw a 
switch, and the next fifteen cars wete im ­ 
mediately derailed and piled up in a hope- 
lessw reik in a ditch.

thrown a man near the rear of the train 
threw a tie on the track, wrecking the last 
three cars. 
A t the same time a car of “ dope,” a 
material of a highly inflammable nature 
used for oiling wheels, which was in the 
center of the train, was set on fire. The 
fire engines responded to the alarm, and 
the fiantes were confined to the original 
car. 
The wrecked train is strewn along the 
track for nearly half a mile. 
Soon after the wreck occurred a police­ 
man fuund the conductor of the train, 
James A. Edwards, lying near the track, 
bruised and insensible. 
When revived, he 
said three men boarded his caboose near 
the last crossing and attacked him . He 
was beaten over the head with some in­ 
strument, and his valuables taken. The 
physicians think he cannot recover, owing 
to internal injuries. 
Daniel Hanning, a Chicago and Atlantic 
engineer, was found lurking in the vicinity 
by the police and arrested for carrying con­ 
cealed weapons.

adopted the amendments to the Chinese 
treaty proposed by the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations, after which there was quite 
an interesting discussion. Sherman, Chair­ 
man of the committee, explained the prop­ 
ositions of the treaty, and contended that 
legislation might he* had, without a viola­ 
tion of the treaty, accomplishing substan­ 
tially what tne Pacific coast delegation de­ 
manded when they appeared before theOoin 
eign Relations some time ago, 
mittee on Foreign 
ti_i 
and interchanged views which were printed! 
He further stated that the amendments 
proposed by the committee, while they did 
not—according to 
his views— materially 
change the intent of the treaty, removed 
some very embarrassing doubts "which per­ 
sons on the Pacific coast most anxious for 
the exclusion of the Chinese entertained as 
to the construction the Courts would place 
on the treaty. The desire of the committee 
was to make the treaty satisfactory to the 
people of the Pacific coast, and thought it 
could be followed by 
legislation which 
would be satisfactory! 
Mitchell said he was opposed to the 
treaty, or any treaty with China ; that Con­ 
gress has a right to legislate and exclude 
Chinese or anybody else it felt disposed to 
exclude; that the treaty would trammel 
legislation and be a hindrance rather than 
a ben tit. 
Teller took the same view, and will 
speak at the next executive session of the 
Senate on the subject. 
Stewart said he thought the treaty was a 
step in the light direction. It was better 
than the old treaty, and if it did not work 
well Congress could legislate for the ex­ 
clusion of the Chinese as well with the 
new treaty as with the old one. One was 
no more in the way of legislation than the 
other. 
He did not doubt the power of Con­ 
gress to legislate for the exclusion of all 
Chinese, treaty or no treaty, hut Chinese 
were now coming into the country rapidly, 
the Courts were overrun with Chinese ha­ 
beas corpus cases, and immediate action 
was necessary. The new treaty, with the 
amendments, absolutely excludes all Chi­ 
nese now out of the country. It lim its the 
num ber now here who may go to and re­ 
turn from China to a very small class, 
whereas under the present treaty all may 
go and return. 
He also said it was impossible to guard 
our northern and southern borders and 
prevent the influx of Chinese from those 
sources if they were allowed to come at 
all. 
He suggested that they should only 
be allowed to enter at a limited number of 
ports. H e advised the ratification of the 
treaty aud the immediate passage of a law 
to carry it into effect, and said ih a tif the 
law was not effective there was not a doubt 
of getting further legislation.

AMENDING JTHE TSEATY. 


The Senate Committee 
on 
Foreign 
A flairs advises that the Chinese treaty tie 
sent back to the President with suggested 
amendments, with advice to him to secure 
the concurrence of the ( túnese Govern­ 
ment in them. 
This is a direct, unmistak­ 
able, open notice to Mr. Cleveland that no 
Chinese treaty will receive the approval of 
the United States Senate that does not 
effect what it purports to desire and what 
the people demand. 
The truth Ls now ap­ 
parent to everyone that the Bayard treaty 
is a mere -hell through which the Chinese 
can break at will. Oriental craft cheated 
the never very enthusiastic Secretary, for 
his desire to exclude Chinese laborers has 
not been made luánifest- in any manner to 
carry conviction of its sincerity. 
The first amendment the President is 
advised to insist upon excludes all Chinese 
lalxirers who leave this country. T hat is, 
the hoj>e of return is cut off by the aboli­ 
tion of the grossly abused certiticate sys­ 
tem. 
W ithin the week the R e co rd - 
l xió n has expressed its belief that absolute 
abandonment of the return certificate busi­ 
ness for Chinese excluded classes, the abso­ 
lute exclusion of laborers without an “if or 
an aud,” is the only practical rule to set 
up and the only one that will accomplish 
any good whatever. The second proposed 
amendment limits the right to return to 
the excepted classes, and requires appli­ 
cants to establish, as a condition precedent, 
that they belong to one of these classes, 
and have property in this country to the 
value of $1,000, or leave behind them a 
wife or family. 
So far as now informed of 
the text of the proposed amendment, we 
can conceive of no reasonable objection 
th at can be raised. 
It is said that the Chinese M inister is 
ready to accept these amendments. 
This 
is a rebuke to Mr. Bayard and to the en­ 
tire Adm inistration of Mr. Cleveland. 
How comes it that such loopholes were 
left in the treaty in the first instance? 
Is 
the chief Secretary of Mr. Cleveland so 
ill-informed as to the facts that he did not 
realize how faulty was the original treaty ? 
\ \ as Chinese cunning too much for him ? 
W as lie so ignorant of the facts developed 
during the last three years by attempts to 
illegally land Chinese at San Francisco 
th a t he could not comprehend the weak­ 
ness of the present treaty and the practi­ 
cal failure of the Restriction A ct? 
The Democracy will go liefore the peo­ 
ple of the Pacific coast this year with all 
manner of excuses in its mouth for its 
blundering in this treaty business. 
It will 
enter the campaign defensively upon a 
chief local question and we cannot see 
how it will be possible for it to explain 
away its failure to keep its pledges upon 
that 
question. 
I-, very one 
remembers 
how the Democratic stump speakers four 
years ago and eight years ago delighted 
to assail the Republican party on the as­ 
sumed ground that it had not secured the 
passage of efficient restriction laws, nor 
entered into such treaties as would shut 
the door upon Chinese immigration. They 
1'rated then of what the Democracy would 
do, if only it were invested with power 
•Since then the Democratic party has had 
full oppoi tunity to fulfill its promises. 
How it has kept them the people well un­ 
derstand. 
Had it not been for the lalxirs 
and protests of Republican members of 
Congress from the Pacific coast, and the 
etlbrts of Republicans of the Pacific coast 
generally, no advance whatever would 
have beeu made—indeed, we would be 
saddled with a treaty that would have 
made our latter condition more intolera­ 
ble than our first.

OUT OF STATE PRISOJi. 


Ju d g e A rm strong D ecides P alerm o n O r­ 
teg a Illegally H eld. 
In the Superior Court yesterday Judge 
Armstrong rendered his decision in the 
habeas corpus case of I’alermon Ortega, 
mention of which was made in the R ecord- 
U nion at the tim e the writ was issued. 
The decision is a very im portant one, the 
learned Judge holding that it is not within 
the jurisdiction of a Superior Court to sen­ 
tence a man to satisfy a fine by im prison­ 
ment in the Stale Prison. The decision re­ 
cites the facts in the ease, and is as follows: 
“The petitioner, Palermon Ortega, was 
convicted of an assault with a deadly weapon 
in the Superior Court iu and for the county 
of Ventura, in this State, aud sentenced to 
two years 
imprisonment 
iu the State 
Prison at Folsom and that he pay a fine of 
$1,U00, 'and in case said tine be not paid at 
the expiration of said term of two years 
that the defendant be imprisoned in the 
State Prison of the State of California at 
Folsom until the fine be duly satisfied in 
the proportion of one day's imprisonment 
for every dollar of said fine, and on the 
payment of such portion of said fine as 
shall not have beeu satisfied by imprison­ 
ment at the rate prescribed, that the de­ 
fendant be discharged from custody.’ 
"T he return of the W arden to the writ 
of habeas corpus issued and served on him 
in this proceeding shows that, allowing the 
prisoner the credits which he earned, his 
term of two years' imprisonment has ex­ 
pired and that he is held in the State Prison 
lor the satisfaction of the tine. The ques­ 
tion then is : Can the prisoner be held in 
the Statu Prison in deiault of paying the 
fine until it is satisfied? There is nothing 
in Section 245 of the Penal Code, under 
which the sentence was pronounced agaiust 
the prisoner, that iu any degree indicates 
that in default of ihe payment of the fine 
the prisoner should be imprisoned in the 
State Prison until the fine should be satis­ 
fied; nor is there any statute or provision 
of the Codes which authorizes the im pris­ 
onment in the State Prison for non-pay­ 
ment of a fine. It an offender could be 
imprisoned in the State Prison for the non­ 
payment of a fine imposed as a punish­ 
ment for an assault with a deadly weapon,’ 
he could, with the same legal authority 
and no other, be imprisoned at the State 
Prison for the non-payment of a fine 
imposed as a punishment for a simple as­ 
sault. This could Dot be done. The law 
has fixed and defined the place of imprison­ 
ment in such cases. Section 1597 of the 
Penal Code provides that: 'T h e common 
jails in the several counties of the State are 
kept by the Shentis of the counties in 
which they are respectively situated, and 
are used as follows: * 
" 
* 
* 
3, For 
the coutinement of persons committed for 
contempt, or upon civil process, or bv au­ 
thority of law.’ A person committed lor 
non-payment of a fine is committed ’by au­ 
thority of law, and in the absence of any 
other provision of law designating a diller- 
eut place of confinement, all persons must 
be committed to tbe ‘common ja il’ for fail­ 
ure to pay a tine imposed in a criminal 
action, upon the maxim that the expression 
of one thing in a staiute is the exclusiou, 
by implication, of all others. 
“ Then it is clear that the part of the 
judgment iu the case of the People vs. 
Palermon Ortega, which directs that he be 
imprisoned in the Mate Prison until the 
fine be satisfied, is illegal and without au­ 
thority of law. The judgments of Superior 
Courts, as well as the judgments of in ­ 
ferior Courts, are void when those Courts 
exceed their jurisdiction, to the extent of 
the excess ana the want of jurisdiction ap­ 
pears on the face of the judgment. (Church 
on habeas corpus, 373-374 ) It follows that 
the Warden of the State Prison at Folsom 
has no authority to hold the prisoner; but 
it seems to me that the Court rendering the 
judgm ent may commit him to the ‘com­ 
mon ja il' iu Veniura county; but it is not 
necessary to decide this point. It is or­ 
dered that the prisoner be discharged.”

At the time she made 
tb complaint she told a heart-rending 
st<ry of the destitution of the family on 
acount of the failure of the husband to 
funish the means of subsistence, and said 
thit be w as able to properly support his 
lanily, but that he was spending his 
m.ney upon another woman, and entirely 
ne»lected herself and children. W hen put 
upm the stand yesterday she swore that 
shi had been married to Church tor eleven 
yars and seven months, and that they had 
fi\e children—Gussie, 10 years o ld ; Char­ 
le;, 8; Idell, 6 ; W illie, 4, and Annie, 19 
mmths. H e had always provided for his 
fauily as well as he could up to a short 
tine ago, and had not now refused to pro- 
vile for them, but claimed that be was out 
of work and liad no money. H e was a 
wiiter, 
and 
had 
always 
been 
able 
to get employment. 
W hen 
he 
was 
at 
w o rk 
for 
$2 
per 
day 
he 
hid regularly given her $1 50 or $1 75 per 
dry of his earnings. Her present com­ 
plaint against him wa3 because be had not 
be>n home for the past week or two and 
otly sent her 75 cents, three days ago, by 
the little boy. 
Du being cross-examined by K. C. Hart, 
counsel for the defendant, she said that 
Clurch had always been good to the chil­ 
dren and she had no complaint against him 
except that she had heard he was going 
with another woman and had been seen in 
the theater with her a few nights ago. The 
rent of their house had not been paid for 
two months, and she had been compelled 
to bring this action to 
prevent being 
tu n ed out of the bouse. She knew nothing 
about his going with the other woman, ex- 
crpt w hat had been told her. All she 
wanted was that he be compelled to go 
home and attend to bis family as he ought 
tcdo. The witness testified as though she 
was afraid to tell all she knew. 
Louis Payen, who keeps the Restaurant 
dt France, on K street, testified that a little 
oTer two weeks ago he employed Church 
an a waiter, discharging a single m an to 
g:ve him the place, because of his sym- 
ptthy for the destitute condition of his 
funily. Church had promised to work 
steadily at $45 per month, but after work­ 
ing three days left him, without any notice. 
W m. McCaslin, the agent of the house 
where Church has lived, testified that he 
had been unable to collect the rent and 
bad threatened to put them out of the 
house unless it was paid. 
He had put tip 
the money himself to satisfy the owner. 
On going to the house a few days since he 
found that there was hardly any furniture 
in it and the children scantily clothed. 
He was satisfied that Church had been 
working and could provide for his family 
if he wished to. 
The defendaut testified that he had pro­ 
vided for the family to the best of his 
ability. 
He had not been at work since 
last Friday, and bad then only worked 
three days at the Golden Eagle Hotel, He 
received $3, out of which hejsent his wife 
75 cents and used the balance to pay for 
his washing and In have his shoes re­ 
paired. 
He went to' ihe theater on a pass 
given him by Annie Pixley’s husband. 
In answer to questions bv the Court he 
:aid he intended to go to work as soon as 
he could get something to do and support 
ais family. 
Judge Buckley decided to take the m at­ 
ter under advisement for a week and see 
vhat course the defendent took, in the 
Meantime allowing him to go on his own 
ecognizance. 
He intim ated that if the 
lefendant showed a disposition to take 
are of his family, as he should do, the 
ase would be dismissed.

T hom as M orton, P o rter o f th e State B in d ­ 
ery, D rop s D ea d W h ile on D uty. 
Nearly every person in Sacramento was 
acquainted with Thomas Morton, the col­ 
ored porter at the State Book Bindery. He 
was a pioneer of this city, and in early 
days was porter of the Orleans Hotel, on 
Second street. For many years thereafter 
he was chef de cuisine at the Union Ho­ 
tel. H e was a man of gentlemanly de­ 
portment, always kind and obliging, and 
well known to all the politicians of early 
days. W hen Captain Young was appointed 
State Printer, in October last, Morton was 
appointed porter of the State Bindery, a 
position he filled with fidelity. Yesterday 
morning he went to his work in his usual 
health, and dropped suddenly dead. Cor­ 
oner Clark held an inquest over his re­ 
mains last evening. 
The first witness, P. W . Cafferty, watch­ 
man at the State Printing Office, said he 
knew the deceased, who held the position 
of porter at the State Bindery. He last 
saw him alive about five minutes past 6 
o'clock Thursday morning. I met him 
coming up the stairs as I was going down 
from the bindery. 
He passed into the 
cloak-room, took off his coat and hat and 
placed bis lunch basket upon the table. 
I walked in and asked him if the death of 
Captain Galt was not rather sudden. 
He 
replied: “ N o ; he has been ailing with an 
abscess for two or three months,” and 
added : “ How old do you think Captain 
Galt was?” I replied that he was over 00. 
H e said, “ Yes, he was 04. How old do 
you think I am ?” 
I said, “ Well, I guess 
you are as old as the Captain was.” “ Not 
quite,” he replied; 
“ 1 am one 
yea- 
younger—63.” I said : “ You look hearty 
and strong for' a m an of that age.” H e 
sa id : “ I feel well. 
Several years ago, 
when I was working in the Orleans, 
L)r. Thomas told me, oy way of a pre­ 
scription, to take some whisky two or three 
times a day, that it would be a benefit to 
me. 
It gave me an appetite better than 
any bitters, and I always’could eat heartier 
after taking a little whisky.” 
Then he 
placed his hand upon his stomach and 
said he felt bad and guessed lie had eaten 
too much breakfast. 
He then started to 
walk away, and after he had gone about 
ten feet, he kind of swung around, I 
thought at the time, to pick up something. 
He fell heavily to the lloor. I went to him 
and turned him over on his back, opened 
his vest and felt of liis pulse. 
My first 
impression was that he had fainted. 1 
saw then that he had no spasm, his pulse 
did not beat, he gasped three or four times 
and lay motionless. 
I then called Mr. 
W hitelaw, the engineer, to come, that the 
porter was dead. 
I then sent word to the 
Coroner. 
W illiam N. Morton, son of the deceased, 
said his father was born in Fredericksburg, 
Va., and was aged 70 years, 6 months and 
26 days. He knew nothing of the cause 
of his father’s death. 
He ate his breakfast 
and left home in his usual health. 
Dr. G. A. W hite,who held a post mortem 
examination, said that he found that death 
was caused by fatty disease of the heart. 
The jury brought in a verdict in accord­ 
ance with the above facts. 


VANISHING WITNESSES. 


A n oth er T ivoli C ase D ism issed for W ant 
o f P ro secu tio n . 
W hen 
the 
case of 
Minnie Meyers, 
charged with grand larceny, was called in 
the Police Court yesterday m orning the 
complaining witness, Samuel Lebger, was 
called for in yain, and the City Attorney 
was compelled to move for a dismissal of 
the case for want of prosecution. 
Lebger 
swore to a complaint against the defendaut 
on the 28th instant, charging her with hav­ 
ing robbed him of $20, while he was in the 
Tivoli on the previous night. Subsequently 
he went to Chief Lee and told him that a 
man had come to him and said he had 
better leave town. 
The Chief told him to 
point out the man and he would arrest 
him , but this Lebger failed to do. The 
case was set down for examination on 
Tuesday, and on Monday night Lebger was 
at the station-house, but when his name 
was called the next morning he did not 
appear. The case was continued until yes­ 
terday, ami an attachm ent issued for Lebger, 
but since that tim e the officers have failed 
to find him . 
E. C. Hart, who appeared for the de­ 
fendant, blandly expressed his regrets that 
the complaining witness could not be 
found, as his client very ranch desired to 
show from his testimony that she was not 
guilty. He did not, however, care to wait 
any longer for his appearance, and thought 
the defendant ought to be discharged. 
The City Attorney said that no other 
course was left him but to move for the 
discharge of the prisoner, which he did, 
and the motion was granted. 
Chief Lee was much chagrined over the 
result of this case, following so soon after 
the failure to convict in the case of Ducu- 
worth, Howard and the Smiths, growing 
out of the row at the Tivoli some two 
weeks ago, and says that the next time a 
complaint is entered against any one con­ 
nected with that place he will see to it that 
the complaining witness does not disap­ 
pear. There is a way to secure the at­ 
tendance of witnesses, and he proposes to 
see that they are on hand hereafter. 


A S traigh t-ou t P osition .

Borchers is a better man than any twirler 
that ever left California to play in the 
East. Charley Sweeney did not go East to 
pitch, but he showed the ability to twirl 
during his first season with the Providence 
club, and as a result he proved a good one 
and was held back for emergencies. His 
record is too well known to be repeated. 
The terms asked for by Borchers and ac­ 
cepted by Spaulding, of Chicago, are the 
highest ever paid to an untried man in a 
league club and am ount to $500 per month, 
$3,009 for the balance of the season, six 
months.

N ew Y o k e. May 3d.—On April 18th 
there was published from Rio Janeiro an 
account of the alleged poisoning of a large 
number of Brazilian Indians by one Senor 
Joaquin Bueno (w hosenam e, judging from 
the character of the statement, ought rather 
to have been Malo). The story showed 
Bueno had already poisoned 3,800 Indians, 
and was meditating the murder of 5,000 
more. 
The correspondent stated that he merely 
gave the news as a rumor from the San 
Paulo frontier; that there was then no op­ 
portunity of verifying it. 
The San Paulo weekly, the I’aulista of 
Súbate, which has just reached here, says 
the story was som ething more than a mere 
rumor. 
Bueno, who resides in San Jose 
Dos Campos Noves, stated that he had un ­ 
der his orders about seventy people, em­ 
ployed in the persecution and exterm ina­ 
tion of Indians. 
Some two m onths ago they attacked a 
village and put to llight all the Indians. 
So soon as the assailants found them ­ 
selves in possession of the village, and be­ 
ing furnished with a considerable amount 
of strychnine, they set about poisoning all 
the wells containing water, also the wine 
and provisions. 
After the execution of this 
atrocious deed the marauders withdrew 
without touching anything else. 
Some days afterward the chief of the 
dispossessed tribe and some of his follow­ 
ers returned to the village, but even frcm a 
distance comprehended that an awful hor­ 
ror had been committed, by the sight of 
clouds ol crows hovering over the site of 
the crime. 
They found scattered there 3,000 corpses.
